Ng Yiu, shop assistunt of the 
Met Sun Tailor Shop in Wu- 
sung Street said in evidence 
that defendant came to the 
shop und wanted to have some 
uniforms made, On _ March 
24, he saw his master Ng Yiu- 
chau hand $100 to defendant 
at the Kun Chung Cafe. De- 
fendant told his “muster that 
the money was for entertain- 
ment, and at the same time, 
defendant Kave is written re- 
t for the amount. As far 
as he knew, witness said, the 
money had not been returned 
to his master, 

Cross examined, witness suid 
that throughout the negotiation 
he had in ntind that the business 
transaction might not. mterial- 
lee, Defendant said that if the 
business did not go through he 
would return the money to his 
niaster, 

Rita de Cassia P, Xavier, said 
that she wus in charge of the 
Hony- Kong, Peninsula and Re- 
pulse Bay Hotels wnifarms for the 
staff, She had never met defen- 
dant before, und had not ushked 
him to make a contract with the 
Mei Sun Tailor Shop, or Kwan 
Kum-cheung of Nathan Road.

No uniforms were 
mad, unless orders were received 
trom the management of cach 
hotel. She sald that she dealt with 
Chinese’ tailors direétly, — not 
through brokers, The price of cach 
sult was $30. ° 

Kwan Kamecheung., manager of 
the American Tailor Shop, of No. 
466 Nuthan Rond, testified that on 
the morning of March 30, defen- 
dant came to his shop, and wishes 
to have some uniforms mude for 
the Repulse Bay Hotel. 

Defendant asked for $150 which 
he said he would need to enter- 
taln the managers of the thret 
hotels, Should the business 
materialize, the money would be 
deducted from the commission. 

Defendant then gave him a re- 
-eeipt. After a few days, defendant 
told him that he had spent $350 
for entertaining the managers, 
and. he wanted $200 more. Defen- 
dant ‘signed another receipt. The

NOT TOO LATE 


General Chennault’s plea 
in Washington that Ameri- 
can aid even at this late hour 
could halt the Communist 
march in China will be 
studied with particular 
eagerness in this part of the 
world. The “Flying Tiger" 
may not have overriding in- 
fluence in the Capitol, but 
his name, record and experi- 
ence command respect, and 
there is no doubt that his 
words will further encourage 
those senators who do not 
believe the. Pacific can be 
defended from the California 
coast. : 

It would be rash to pre- 
dict a change in US. policy, 
but there have already been 
strong indications that 
powerful elements in Wash- 
ingtgn are regretting not the 
expenditure of past millions, 
but that aid was not more 
strongly followed up. The 
fect that vast sums were 
poured down the drain of 
Nationalist. inefficiency and 
corruption has tended to 
blind many.an American eye 
to the implications of a com- 
plete Red domination of 
China. 

If this happened, said Gen- 
eral Chennault, it might taxe 
200 years to liberate tne 
country. This, of course, -is 
a meaningléss statement. He 
goes on to say, however, that 
the~ Chinese Communists’ 
success might set off a “chain 
reaction” of Marxism 
throughout the Orient. 
Indo-China, Siam, then 
Malaya and Burma might 
fall. These events would 
bring. grave pressure upon 
India and encourage the 
Soviets to resume their drive 
in the Middle East. - , 

He envisaged a Red Japan 
and a Red Philippines if the 
Communists were not halt- 
ed in China, and asked what 
did’ .anyone expect would 
happen to Pearl Harbour, 
Guam, Australia and New 
Zealand in such a ¢ontin- 
feney? It is difficult to 
argue with these conclusions, 
and their implications must 
be appreciated by many o1- 
dinary ‘American citizens, 
including those who saw ac- 
.tlon in the Pacific during the, 
war. The only question has 
been in recent months—is 
there any use sending good

Three and a half years of 
Labour rule in Britain have 
given ample opportunity ‘to de- 
tide whether Ernest Bevin is 
the right man for the’ job 
of Foreign Sceretary.

His critks have pointed to 
Bevin ax the most abject failure 
even in a long Hno of weak and 
yacillating Foreign Scerctarlea. 
Even his supporters have been 
hard put to {t at times to answer 
criticiam of his unpredictable. de- 
partures from the Socialist line. 

What few have recognised, 
howover, Ip that there years of 
admitted difficulty have shown 
Bevin in no différent light from 
all his long years in trade unton 
management. ‘Bevin has never been 
n diplomat, in the accepted sense. 
He hes always been o fighter for 
dhore things In which he belicves. 
And never once during the past 
few yenrs has he altered his 
policy at the call of expediency. 

How many men who have risen 
to the heights from the humblost 


beginnings could claim, as Bevin ‘ 


can, that they have never ollered 
in any respect? Bevin, sun of 9 
farm Inbourer, was barn to be a 
workingg man... Blunt, sincere, 
passionate in his belief in tha 
rights of the small man and o 
the small man’s nation, 

Such a man can never really be 
popular with any but his own 
clnss, His ve bluntness has 
offended, for it has been curried 
almost to the point of rudencss.

trophes that has ever befallen 
the human race. 


On Ararat 


For some time’ I have been 
checking on tho various posstbill- 
thes of verifying and confirming 
the Biblical story, So it was then 
I came across the numerous his- 
torical references to the remains 
of the Ark being still on Mount 
Ararat, in Eastern Turkey. Tho 
story crops up with almost mon- 
otonong regularity throughout the 
centuries, 


In the Sibylline Books of 500 
Bc. it iy stated that “the Ark 
rested on Ararat.” Abydenus, wh» 
lived in the fourth century BC, 
says that the local people used to 
visit the spot In search of amulets. 


St. Epiphanius (A.D. 316-400) 
and Benjamin of ‘Tudela, in the 
12th century A.p.. both refer to 
the presence of the Ark on 
Ararat; and 80 on to the more 
recent stntements of Dr; Nansen, 
tho famous explorer. who visited 
tho arca in'the carly days of the 
20th century. 


The story does, in fact,, form 
an integral part of the religious 
and historical background not 
only of Christlanity and Islam 
buf also of all the nations of the 
Middlo East. 


An Explanation 


The connistence of the narra
